[designed  by  Mr.  Morris]  were  presented  to  the  British  Museum, 
the  type  alone  being  reserved  for  future  use  by  the  trustees. 
These  volumes  were  printed  at  the  Chiswick  Press  with  Mor- 
ris’ Golden  type,  no  pains  being  spared  to  make  them  worthy  of 
a place  beside  the  Kelmscott  Press  Volumes.
